DEFENSE ATTACKS STATE'S POSITION 


Says Some Pacts But Much Fiction were 


Given in Testimony. Believed Jury 


will Return Verdict by Tonight 


Pateraon, N. J., Jan. 17—There Is a 


large crowd in the court house eagerly 
awaiting the close of the trial of the 
alleged murderers of Jennie Bosschiet-

It is generally believed the Jury will 


render a verdict to be reached tonight. 


Both sides havjng rested last night, 


there remained only the summing UD 
of the lawyers and the judges charge 
lor today. 


\s»?istant Prosecutor Shaw began this 


morning. He said there was nothing to 
show or indicate that the girl was not 
virtuous, honest, upright ana in good 
physical condition. 


After describing the scenes in the 


saloon and the drive to the woods Mr. 
Shaw said: "These men had no regard 
for womanhood, themselves or their 
HamiUes. It was the m«an«st, lowest 
type of assault. 


"Then the girl was taken back to the 


hack. Never a murrafir, xmlyi a slight- 
groan- Then to the brook she wa» tak- 
en, where the girl In, her last gasp fell 
dead. 


"Th«n they Btartefl for their own uro- 


tection- 


"All the defendants," said Mr- Shaw, 


"were equally guilty aa principals in 
this crime. 


"The stories told by the defendants 


on the witness stand has proved a mis- 
erable failure aa a defense- Such a de- 
fanse ,'s worthy of no consideration- Its 
kind was never told before in a court. 


"With these facts presented the state 


is compelled to ask you to put aside all 
sympathy and in the name ofl justice to 
ask for a verdict of murder in the first 
decree." 


Judge Francis Scott then began the 


opening address for the defense. Judge 
Scott said, "The trouble with the state's 
case is that it is not supported* by legal 
proof. There have been presented some 
facts and a goojl deal of fiction. 


"The state is charging an impossible 


crime. From the moment the accusa- 
tion was made It was believed by every 
body. No voice was raised to ask 
whether we should not look into it with 
the eyes of reason, whether we should 
not look into (.he fact. 


"It is an impossiblity that you should 


have gone to tne jury box without pre- 
judice and we have had to overcome 
that prejudice. 


"Are these joung m«n monsters. One 


would suppose so from the virulence 
with which they have been pursued by 
the s-ate. 


"The first count is that there was evi- 


dence that in the committing of rape 
the girl was kihed. The flact that the 
woman died from the effects of rape s 
not proved in this case, 


"The second count is a general one, 


charging the murder of the girl, and 
any kind of murder may be proved. 


"It is important to have it known 


whether the po!son was given with in- 
t<-nt tr> kill or no*. The law does state 
there must be premeditation to kill to 
make killing murder in the first degree. 


"As I understand the law, if the scirl 


died from The effects of poison it must 
have been given with the wilful »nd 
premeditated intent to kill to be murder 
in the first degree. 


The prison*™, McAllister, Campbell 


and D«ath took the stand yesterday af- 
ternoon in their own defense. 


Oth«r testimony for the defense was 


that given by a couple of «xpert chem- 
ists regarding the effects of cocktails 
and absinth*. It was inconsequential. 


Th» prisoners categorically denied 


every accusation, denied the assault, 
denied every detail of the alleg«d con- 
f'sslnn of Deatii and denied theyi were 
companions- They declared tney met 
by accident *t the saloon, that the girl 
drank too piuch, that to sober her up 
they took her out rldlns. drove her over 
rough roads, ohaf«a her 'limbs in th« 
woods to revive her, bathed her with 
cold water, took h«r to doctors, and, 


whan they found she was dead, studied 
the plan of leaving the body by the 
roadside so that it would be discovered 
in the morning they disliking to shock 
«ie family by taking it home. 


According to this interpretation the 


young men were entitled to be thanked 
flor their persistent efforts to save the 
young girl, who persisted in accepting 
offers to drink, and despite their own 
good examples in not going beyond the 
limits ef moderat drinking and keep- 
ing sober, she drank champagne, Man- 
hattan cocktailg and absinthe frajroes 
and hugged and kissed McAHster in 
spite of himself- 


The young men seemed helpless, in 


view of her extraordinary demonstra- 
tions. She drank to excess, which is 
the cause tof all the tragedy that fol- 
lowed, and it wan only their temper- 
ance that enabled them to do their best 
to save her, and it has been said that 
but for the absence of Dr. Wiley, the 
first physician they called on, she' 
might have been saved, anyway. 


They slapped her'face, rubbed her 


arms, drove her over the roughest road 
they could find, In the most stylish 
"night hawk." hoping to dissipate the 
effects of her frappe revels. 


They couldn't do it, and then, when 


they found she was actually dead, they 
tried to deposit her body on the stoop 
of her house, but even in this good 
Samaritan 
undertaking1 they were 


foiled. Although it was long after 
midnight, some men were seen at the 
house when they had approached the 
h*»ne where her mother and sister lay 
sleeping and perhaps 
dreaming1 of 


happy days and the good time coming 
for all the girls of the big family. 


There -was no chance to leave the 


body of poor Jennie Bosschieter on the 
stoop of that humble home. So they 
did the next best thing, according to 
their interpretation of that 
dreadful 


nigh's work 
They drove away and 


finally secured a respectable, quiet 
place where the body could be dumped 
beside the road, m a public thorough- 
fare by a mill, where the early morn- 
ing wayfarers would be sure to find the 
girl'a body, telephone the police, and 
open the way for the daughter to reach 
home and mother. 


This program was carried 'out with 


rare persistency by the young men.

CHUMS DEAD IN BED 


A Double Tragedy For Boston 


Police to Unravel 


if AY HAVE BEEN ACCIDENT 


But TjJMjr* J* T»lk of Murder aud 


Suicide ju a Possible Motive In 
ftevejife For Disappointment In * 
Love Affair 


Boston, Jan. 17.— Everett Hall, 30 


years old, who had been employed at a 
barber shop in the Qulncy House, 
tad Arthur Avery i'ettengill, 23, of 
Belfast, Me., who' was employed as a 
clerk by a well-known Tremont street 
drug firm, were found dead in bed at 
the lodging house at 39 Dwight street 
yesterday afternoon, and between the 
theories of the police that death was 
due to asphyxiation, and of others that 
it was a case of murder, followed by 
another suicide or accidental 
death, 


there is room for a searching official 
investigation. 


Hall had lodged in the house for tbe 


past two years, while Pettengill is 
I'nown to bare been a friend of his. 
When tbe room was broken into it was 
full of llluniiaating gas and gas from 
tbe stove and the windows were all 
nhut .tightly, while on tbe floor were two 
whjtaky bott)t*, each containing a small 
quantity of liquid of some kind. 


The police are Inclined to the belief 


that tbe men came to the house early 
in the morning so intoxicated that they 
had not sense enough either to turn off 
the gas or open the windows; that they 
threw themselves upon the bed and 
were quickly killed by the poisonous 
fumes. 


On the other band, It is said that Hall 


bad at one time paid attentions to Pet- 
tengiil'4 sifter; that the latter discarded 
him, and that Hall had been heard to 
declare that, In revenge, he would cither 
kilt h*r -or some of her family. 
This 
!• £iven as a possible motive for his 
$9£&ing way with young Pettengill. 
Then, too, it is asserted, that although 
the liqu<«T found in the two bottles had 
the appearance of whisky, it is believed ! 
to Jbave contained some kind of a poison, ! 
which they drank (in Hall's case, un- 
wittingly), with fatal result. 


The two bodies were taken to the 


morgue and an autopsy will be held, 
while the contents of the bottles will be 
Subjected to a chemical analysis.

PROJECTED GULF CANAL. 


Scheme For a Channel From the Mls- 


niialppi to the Rio Grande. 


Plans for tbe ligbt draft suction 


dredge for the Texas district have ar- 
tiTwl at the office of Captain Kiche, 
United States engineer for the Galves- 
ton district, ^ho is preparing s.peclfica- 
ttons preparatory to letting the con- 
tract for tbe new biv-t The plans were 
prepared by Captain Patrick, United 
States engineer and secretary of tba 
Mississippi river commission at St. 
Loula. ffhe new dredge is to cost $65,- 
000, 
for which an appropriation has 


been made, and will prove a most valu- 
able acquisition to tbe fleet of govern- 
ment engineering boats at Galveston. 


Tbe dredge trill be of the latest de- 


sign and equipped witb all modern im- 
provements and appliances for a self 
propelling steam dredge. It will be used 
In the work of constructing tbe light 
draft canal along tbe Texas coast, an it 
will draw but 4 feet of water, while 
tbe big dredge General Comstock draws 
17 feet. 


The ultimate plan Is to provide light 


draft navigation along the coast coun- 
try of the gulf of Mexico from the Mis- 
sissippi river to tbe Rio Grande, Gays 
the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. The 
present plan, however, is to construct 
this canal a distance of about 1,300 
miles from tbe Sabine riven on the east 
to Corpus Chrlsti on the west. Tbe Unit- 
ed States engineer's office has complet- 
ed plans and specifications for this ca- 
nal, and from the surveys it is estimat- 
ed tbat the dredging of 100 miles of 
soft land will open up 1,300 miles of 
light draft navigation. The cost is esti- 
mated at $1,300.000, or $1,000 a mile. 
The amount of laud to be excavated is 
estimated at 20,000,000 cubic yards. 
The canal Is to be formed by connect- 
ing nnraerous streams and waterways 
and removing bars from months of sev- 
eral rivers. 


The government engineers estimate 


that for $2,500,000 -the canal could be 
extended to connect Morgan City, La., 
on Atcbafalaya river, which would give 
direct connection with tbe Mississippi 
river. This would admit of small stern 
wheel steamers plying between Texas 
points aad the Mississippi river as far 
west as Corpus Chrlsti. For $3,000,000 
navigation can be secured from the 
Mississippi to the Rio Grande through 
the bind protected canaL It is further 
estimated that the cost of maintenance 
of this navigable waterway would be 
not to exceed $100.000 a year. This in- 
cludes cost of maintenance of three 
dredges, which it Is figured can do all 
the work necessary to keep tbe months 
of the streams clear.

\\ Inter seriously affects business. This 
Is undoubtedly fcrue, as applied to those 
who have \vood and logs to haul from 
the mountains, but is there not another 
side to the question? This- is the age of 
wheels. Many have them in tneir heads, 
but. laying alt this aside, there are 
more railroad trains and more trolley- 
cars in motion than there were 50 
years ago, and it is safe to say that 
business depends fully as much on the 
turning of these wheels as on the slid- 
ing of a few runners loaded with logs. 
Taking business as a whole, it can best 
be done on bare ground, as the world 
is now geared up. The telegraph and 
telephone lines and the street and 
steam railroads are badly interfered 
with by heavy winter weather.

ular mails, reliable telephone and tele- 
graph service and the opportunity to 
move more freely from city to city and 
state to state are more important today 
than the hauling of wood and logs, but 
thus far the seasons seem inclined to 
a fair division of- the honors, furnish- 
ing snow on the mountains, where the 
wood and log business flourishes, and 
bare ground, most, of the time m the 
valleys.

The thrilling experiences of Miss 


Mary Condit Smith, sistor-in-iaw of 
Major General Wood, anil the other 
women who were shut up in the Brit- 
ish legation at Peking during the siege 
were kept in a diary from day to day 
by Miss Smith, who has sold the diary 
to New York publishers for $10,000 for 
Its reprodaetion in book form. 


Mies Smith recently told a most re- 


markAble story of the dcings in the 
legation during the awful siege, which 
facts had never been disclosed before, 
says a Washington dispatch. The des- 
perate condition of the besieged horde 
has never even been hinted at 
Miss 


Smith said: 


"We grew to be horribly expert in 


pistol practice. Every woman in the 
legation was provided with a pistol, 
and the vital spots where a well direct- 
ed bullet would kill instantly were 
pointed out to her. For hours every 
day we practiced target shooting and 
firing, most horrible of all, with blank 
cartridges at ourselves to steady our 
nerves and accustom us to the use and 
sound of a pistol. 


"At sight of the first Boxer scaling 


the wall or forcing the gates of the le- 
gation we were to place the muzzle of 
the pistol in the mouth and blow off 
the top of the head. Should any wom- 
an's courage fail her the men of the le- 
gation, down to the lowliest, were sol- 
emnly pledged to instantly shoot the 
women until not one should be left 
alive when the Boxers took possession, 
of the place. 


"For days and nights together not a 


soul in the legation dared to sleep, but 
all stood ready at any moment to use 
the pistols in their hands, and, tired as 
they were, never once relaxed their 
hold upon the weapons of death. On 
one never to be forgotten occasion we 
were actually lined up with the men 
in a solid line in front of us, for it was 
momentarily expected that the Boxers 
would gain possession. Had they done 
ao at that time not one woman would 
have been alive, for at a given signal 
from those on the watch the men were 
to turn and shoot us down as we stood. 


"The indescribable horror of that 


time will never be effaced from my 
mind. 
Night after night since then 


have I lain awake, going over it again, 
or sunk into sleep only to be tortured 
with dreams as harrowing as the ac- 
tual experiences. But even at such 
times, or, more properly speaking, after 
the extreme tension of such times 
would be temporarily relaxed, there 
was left in us an appreciation of cer- 
tain comicalities over which we actual- 
ly laughed. And that, too, with the 
Bhot and shell hurtling through the 
very air about us. 


"1 remember on one of these occa- 


sion? bow Mrs. Conger made us laugh 
bj saying that sbe actually all through 
the siege was more afraid of her hus- 
band tbgo of any Boxer who ever was 
born, for Mr. Conger was In such an 
overwrought condition she was mor- 
tally afraid he might shoot her dead 
cm some false alarm. 


"If anything could have been worse 


than this standing, pistol in band, 
ready to blow out one's brain at any 
moment, it was to witness the suffer- 
ing aud starvation of the poor children 
huddled in the legation. 
For a long 


time we bad but two spoonfuls of rice 
a day for each man, woman and child 
upon which to subsist during the 24 
hours. 


"The positive heroism of some of 


these children in trying to distract the 
attention of tbe starving ones from 
their pitiable condition and give them 
heart to live through the awful experi- 
ences is beyond anything that ever 
was written. No pen can ever properly 
do justice to those splendid young lie- 
roes of tbe siege of Peking—tbe chil- 
dren of the legation. 


"It was at such a time when, in our 


weakened, «tarving condition, tbere 
came a present from the dowager eai- 
press which looked fairly like manna 
rained down from heaven upon' us. 
This was a present of horses and 
mules, ostensibly to help us escape, but 
in reality onlj» to bave helped to oar 
capture by the Boxers. 


"Witb tbe horses arid mules came 


long sacks of flour whicb happily were 
ordered to be first examined by a chem- 
ist who happened to be among tbe ie- 
gationers. 
Two of these sacks were 


found to be absolutely good, but every 
one of the others wns mixed with hor- 
rible poisous. 


"I remember on one occasion one of 


the officeis came to us. holding out his 
sword ret-kiug with Boxer blood and. 
giving it into my hands, told me to ues 
It for my own destruction upon the ia 
Btant of bearing the signal which was 
then momentarily expected."

(system begun in the nineteenth centurj 
will be brought to perfection in the 
twentieth and be so accurate and valu- 
able that tbe researches and predic- 
tions concerning tbe motion of tbe 
planets will doubtless change hi many 
details oar conceptions of the univer- 
sal.

JOHN R. GENTRY. 


How the Famous Facer Happened tm 


Get Hi» Name. 


John R. Gentry, the well known horse- 


man, told this story of how the great 
pacer came to set his name: 


"I have been frequently accused of tak-

"When I bought him in Wichita", Kan.,

When I took him down 
to the farm, near Sedalia.the hired hands 
laughed at my purchase and declared 
that they would not allow such an unpre- 
possessing looking animal on the place.

stands. All of the Innumerable objec 
tiouable features that have invariablj 
made circus going a torture and a bore 
to every one excapt the small boy have 
been done away vrltb, and the grown 
| up population will no lougei- be 


stretched forth on a blue and red paint- 
ed rack, wllii "weary backs and over- 
hanging legs, roasting in a close and 
hot atmosphere, 
stuffing their ears 


with cotron to keep out the crazy rack- 
et and din, and vainly upholding the 
uoisy young offspring above the beads 
of the people in front, wbo never will 
"Sit down, please." 


There will be seats that are seats. 


They will have bacbs^fcicb will n6tba 
wabbly or addicted to perpetual mo- 
tion. Furthermore, they will have, in 
addition, footstools, upon wbicb the 
feet may rest in security, and they will 
not be marked by any "No Trespass" 
Bign or card, "Reserved." The reserved 
portion will be all—nay, more than the 
money's worth, for- there will be boxes 
as good as any in the auditorium of 
Madison Square Garden. If it is ab- 
normally hot, there will be electric fans 
to make it cool, while on the cheap 
seat sides there will be palm leaf fans 
chained to every seat, for the use of 
which the public will have to d^p no 
nickel anywhere. In fact, in tin new 
kid phraseology, everything about the 
new circus will be "all ekinkey, all 
Bkye." 
* 


In the way of general comfort every- 


thing that can be thought of or devised 
has been adopted. The new tents will 
be a vast improvement on the «ld ones. 
Tbey will no not only bigger and kept 
cleaner, but they will be perfectly ven- 
tilated. There will be more roonuln 
the passageways, and if the. spectators 
follow posted Instructions and wait in 
the right directions the overwhelming 
crush that baa always been a part of 
the circus routine will be avoided. 
There will be ice water "free of charge"

' A FRIGHTFUL CONFLICT".

"Every time I see a tall chim»ey," laid 


•n ez-Eofliahaau who has lived for 
many years in Washington, "I am re- 
minded of a thriliiag affair that happened 
when I wan a lad ia Bradford, England, 
my birthplace. A 250 foot chimney had 
}u»t been completed, and two brick ma- 
eons only were left on the top to put the 
nniihrng touches on it. 
Both of them 


were big meu. One of them, a fellow of 
gigantic strength, went suddenly insane 
just as the last fait of work was done on 
the chimney, and his companion looked 
on with horror while the maniac deliber- 
ately cut away tbe rout- ladder leading 
from the top of the chimney to the 
ground. 


"The maniac no sooner did this than he 


turned to his companion and calmly an- 
nounced that be was going to throw him 
over the side of the chimney to the 
ground. They closed, and a terrific pro- 
tracted struggle ensued. The workmen 
down below had isen the rope ladder 
when jt struck the ground, and they 
knew at once that something was wrong 
with the two men at the top. 


"They got away from the chimney at a 


sufficient distance to see what waa going 
on up at the top, and they witnessed the 
frightful encounter between the two men. 
The maniac frequently, by pure strength, 
got hia companion over to the very edge 
of the chimney. Every time he did this 
the sane man would muster up all of hit 
force and push the madman back.

Canada etili has a wild herd of buf- 


falo. according to Mr. J. M. Bell of the 
Canadian geological survey, who haa 
juet returned to civilization from the 
arctic cii-cle and who found traces of the 
existence of tlie animals in the woods 
to the west ot the Slave river, writes 
the Quebec correspondent of the New- 
York Sun. He ascertained also that 
the buffalo are being mercilessly hunt- 
ed and destroyed by the Indians. It is 
hoped that as a result ot his report 
proper precautions will be taken to pro- 
tect the survivors. 


Mr. Bell has been continually travel- 


ing since last July on his way home 
from Great Slave lake. His journey 
southward as far as Edmonton, a dis- 
tance of more than 1,500 miles, was 
made entirely by canoe and dog sleigh. 
Tbe >ear before last he assisted Dr. 
Robert Bell, who returned to civiliza- 
tion at the end of that season, in map- 
ping the shores of Great Slave lake, 
which rivals Lake Superior in length. 
Mr. Bell remained behind last winter 
in the northwest, wintering at Fort 
Resolution, in order to survey Great 
Bear lake during the next season. He 
Jeft Fort Resolution for Great Bear 
lake in April, hauling his canoes by dog 
teams over the ice of Slave lake to ita 
outlet? and as soon as the ice broke up 
he descended the McKenzle river to ita 
junction with the Bear Lake river at 
Fort Norman. The latter stream he 
ascended in June, but the ice did* not 
break up In. £ear lake until July. After 
completing a survey of the north shore 
of the great lake he crossed the country 
to the Coppermine river. Returning to 
Bear lake, he surveyed its eastern and 
southern shores and then started south- 
ward for Fort Rae, on Slave lake, mak- 
ing the best "of his way without any 
guide from one lake to another till be 
struck a large river which took him to 
the northwestern or Fort Rae arm of 
Slave lake. Although the season was 
then so far advanced that it was gen- 
erally considered too late to start on a 
canoe voyage, be crossed Slave lake 
among the islands and ascended the 
Slave river to Lake Athabasca. Here 
he was frozen '-In late in the summer 
and had to'sfOp until the ice on the 
Atbabksca river1 became strong enough 
to afford safe traveling. He then re- 
sumed his journey, continuing it as fat 
as Edmonton with dog teams. 


The most northern point reached by 


him was a irttls higher than latitude 
68 degrees, of- two degrees beyond the 
arctic circle, &nd from a hill near the 
Coppermine ftv^r he could see Coro- 
nation gnlf, where some American 
whalers were to spend the winter. 
Large game, including reindeer, musk 
oxen and grteiely bears, wera fairly 
common. 
Waterfowl and ptarmigan 


were also In " considerable numbers. 
Fish constituted the great food supply. 


Not a single white man lives at or 


near Bear lake, but a few Indians of 
the Dogrib tribe-wore met with, and on 
the Coppermine river near the arctic 
circle some camps of Eskimos. 
The 


Indians and half breeds of the north 
have a great fear of these people, and 
when their first large camp was sight- 
ed all of Mr. Bell's party ran away, and 
he was obliged to walk up to it alone. 
On bis approach all the Eskimos fled 
till assured that bis intentions were 
friendly.

GREATEST 
MODKRN 


In the World Will Have 15.- 
OOO Lines to the Inch. 


The largest "diffraction grating" in 


the world, the invention of Dr. Henry 
Rowland of Johns Hopkins university, 
for breaking up compound light into 
Its separate elements for spectrum In- 
vestigation. is Dow being completed in 
the physical laboratory for the United 
States Naval observatory and will be 
used on the island of Sumatra the com- 
ing spring in observation of a solar 
eclipse, says a Baltimore dispatch to 
the New York Tribune. Six inches of 
ruling, which means 90.000 lines, 15,- 
000 to the Inch, are on this largest 
grating ever attempted by Theodore 
Schneider, the erpert at the university 
The diamond point frequently wears 


! out or breaks even in smaller ones. 


When this occurs the plate must be re 
polished, another diamond fitted into 
the ruler and the whole process repeat 
ed. 
The noxv grating will be eight 


inches long if properly completed. 


Four rough castings of the concave 


plate have been* made ic speculum met- 
al. and tbcae will be sent to Pittsburg 
for polishing. This alloy contains two 
parts of copper and one of tin. It will 
receive a very high polish. Only one 
grating la desired, but the four mirror? 
will be prepared in case of emergencies 
like the wearing out of the diamond 
The lines are made simply by th, 
microscopic scratching of parallel line' 
on a slightly concaved surface of high 
ly pollihed metal.

The 
local board gave cut the following 
statement this morning: 


At a meeting ,ol' the board of health 


held last evening the opinion was ex- 
pressed that the attention of the tublic 
should be called to the matter of vac- 
cination. While the board does not 
feel that there is any immediate dan- 
ger of the development of email pox in 
this city, yet as a precautionary meas- 
ure, it recommends that all persons who 
have not been vaccinated, and others 
who have not been successfully vac- 
cinated within five years should give 
the matter their immediate attention. 


The ice Question was also discussed to 


some extent. The analyses tof local ice 
have not yet been copleted, so that i 
the adjudication cannot be made, but 
it will probably be made next week. 
The state board has forwarded the an- 
alysis of the Hygeia artificial ice, and ' 
the adjudication 'on this will be made , 
with those on natural ice.
